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WEEKLY REVIEW 


Jobbers Pretending to be Not Interested in Futures—Prospects 
in All Staples Not Bright—The Government's Report 
on Crop Conditions in the Tri-States— 
Market Prices Advancing. 


We have heard of only one market which has not caught 
the contagion of buying to cover future requirements at 
whatever prices the goods can be secured, and that makret is 
Chicago, this time. But we do not regard this seriously, in 
fact its pretense is so apparent as to cause amusement, not 
concern. Chicago’s buyers are more keenly aware of the 
critical conditions existing in the canned foods staples than 
most other buyers, but they would like to conceal their 
anxiety to buy. 

Reasons why Chicago is not hesitating to buy are numer- 
ous, and can be found in connection with any product named. 
For instance, rumors of the better class reach us this week 
that the Indiana tomato canners have determined to pack no 
standard tomatoes this season, but will confine their attention 
to the packing of extras and fancy tomatoes only, and on 
such goods will consider no price below $1.75. This may be 
a result of Inspection in that State, and doubtless is; but the 
fact remains that Western brokers have been sent on hurried 
missions to the East to try to cover tomato purchases for 
these jobbers, though they are not traveling with brass bands. 
California has stiffened her prices on tomatoes, and this forces 
the buyers to come east for cheaper goods. 

And in the matter of peas. Wisconsin has ben so hard 
hit by the unfavorable weather, as has also New York State, 
and which has prevented both of these big pea-packing States 
from getting out their pea crops, that both packers and buyers 
are seriously worried over the outlook. There is not much 
chance to cover in the East, for the pea pack is too small for 
this, and moreover is yearly taken up by buyers who have 
standing orders for eastern packed peas, but these broker rep- 
resentatives of the jobbers are nevertheless looking over the 
situation in the East in the hope of finding a help, if not an 
outlet. The crop situation in peas is serious. The unfavor- 
able spring has prevented planting, as we have intimated; this 
same cool and damp weather has produced a myriad of bugs 
to make further trouble, and this insures additional trouble 
for the pea packer whose crops must be abnormally late. Peas 
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which come late in the season always are uncertain, and with 
the bugs to help out the heat the pea packer is not happy 
over the outlook. Is it any wonder they have refused to 
consider further future business? 

And again in corn the jobber sees trouble ahead. West- 
ern corn canners, who took in quite a volume of future orders, 
are not having an easy time getting acreage, and they have 
had to shorten sail. Prices have been sharply advanced, and 
many canners have entirely withdrawn from the market. 
Eastern corn canners have been slower to take on future 
obligations, and even at advancing prices they show no great 
hurry to accept contracts. The market has gone over as a 
body to the side of the canners, and then to say the jobbers 
are hesitating, anywhere? It is to laugh. Every day sees 
more canners, not sold up, but withdrawn from the market. 

Under date of May 20th the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
made the following report upon crop conditions in this Tri- 
State territory; but before quoting this it would be well to call 
your attention to the special report on tomatoes throughout 
the country, as made by this same Bureau. Note that only 
west of the Mississippi River have tomato acreages been in- 


Strawberries—Maryland and Delaware—The acre- 
age of strawberries in Maryland and Delaware was 
greatly reduced last year, only a small proportion of 
the usual acreage of new plants being set out. After 
the high prices of last season it seemed almost certain 
that strawberries would prove a very profitable crop 
for this year, and patches of old berries that would 
ordinarily have been plowed up were left. With the 
expectation of high prices the berries have received 
an unusual amount of attention and dusting for in- 
sects has been practiced more extensively than on 
previous years, but with the percentage of old plants 
it is doubtful if the yield per acre will equal that of 
last year on a reduced acreage. The continued cool 
weather has greatly delayed the crop and carlot move- 
ment in Maryland has been under way but a few days. 
In Delaware at Selbyville and other points, carlot 
movement may begin by the 21st, but will be several 
days later unless weather conditions improve. 


This week the entire country has felt high temperatures, 


creased, and then but 15 per cent over normal; while all east 
of that point the acreage has been heavily cut, averaging 23 
per cent, and in the Tri-State sections even heavier. 
some of this can yet be overcome, as with rising prices the 


growers will increase their plantings of tomatoes. 


This last report of the bureau is as follows: 
Canning—Maryland and Delaware—H. A. Marks, 
specialist. Tomatoes for canning purposes are now in 
the seed beds and will be transplanted about June 
15th. Definite figures will not be available much if 
any before that date, but a preliminary investigation 
has brought out the following information. Last 
year with the ordinary demand for home consumption 
increased by the requirements for shipment abroad, a 
special effort was made to increase the pack of toma- 


Of course, 


and spring seems, at least, to have arrived. This will help 
all growing crops, and planting of others, as well. In this 
immediate section the 17-year-locusts, the Cicada, are becoming 
very thick, and their hum is heard throughout the country. 
Trees and shrubbery are covered with them, and the assault 
has only just begun, we are told. 

In the canned foods market both spot and future tomatoes 
are held at not less than $1.65, and from that up, according to 
the ideas of the holders. No. 2’s are equally as firm at $1.15, 
and No. 10’s are held at $5.75. 

Standard Maine style corn, for both spots and futures, 
although spots are about out of the question, are both quoted 
at $1.40, and going up. 

Spinach packing is ending up and peas and strawberries 
will soon be upon the tables; although the latter crop promises 
to be so scarce and high priced for the raw fruit that it is 
doubtful if the canners can afford to handle them. They will 


toes. Large acreages were contracted and a price of 
$25 or $30 was paid in most of the counties of Mary- 
land and Delaware, with the latter figure the more 
usual one. With the signing of the armistice and 
demobilization of a portion of the troops, the army 
needs were greatly lessened and a portion of the pack 
was not used, and is still in the hands of the can- 
ners. The price outlook sems less favorable than a 
year ago and there is less willingness to contract. 
In some sections contracts are being made at $18 to 
$20 per ton, but with less than the usual percentage 
under contract. The growers’ associations in some 
localities are offering to contract at $25 per ton, but 
no reports rave been received of contracts let at that 
figure. With present prices for corn and wheat, 
there has been a tendency to substitute these crops 
for tomatoes. Less than the usual amount of seed 
has been sold and planted and a reduction from last 
year’s acreage will undoubtedly occur. Estimates 
vary from almost a full acreage at some points to 
not over 50 per cent at others; but from present indi- 
cations it looks like about two-thirds of last year’s 
planting. 

Peas for canning are probably at least equal to 
last year in acreage, but the recent heavy rains, with 
the accompanying wind have been very detrimental to 
the crop. Well drained fields show little if any 
damage, but where the land is at all uneven low 
spots show damage and in many places almost a total 
loss. It is too early to tel] the extent of the damage, 
but from present indications it will run from 25 to 
50 per cent in different localities, with an average 
not much under 50 percent. Yields for canning peas 
run from three-fourth ton to a ton per acre under 
average conditions. From present indications the 
picking will begin in two to three weeks.

Movement Has Been Brisk in This Market—Tomatoes Advance 
for Both Spots and Futures—Trade is Said to Have 
Once More Reached Normal—aAll Corn Prices 
Advance—Pea Situation Growing Bet- 
ter Every Hour—A Word About 
Each Art(:le—Picked Up 
in This Market.

New York, May 30, 1919. 

The Situation—With a holiday breaking the week, which 
will, in some cases, be extended over Saturday, the market has, 
nevertheless, done a liberal amount of business. It has been 
a good week for movement, though many factors feel more or 
less disturbed about the situation with reference to supplies. 
Holders are not anxious to dispose of what they have, with 
the exception of those who are without important quantities. 
They want to clear out what they have at the earliest possible 
moment and are not letting a question of a few cents stand in 
their way. Movement as a whole has been good. Tomatoes 
have advanced for both spot and future goods, proving con- 
clusively that the market is in a better position than it has 
been. Buyers are not paying higher prices unless they are 
convinced that they must, or that the situation in the market 
warrants it. Gradually the upset condition which followed 
the war and was a part of it while it lasted, is disappearing 
and trade is getting back to something like its normal posi- 
tion, excepting with relation to prices. They are still high and 
well informed individuals believe they will continue high. That 
is, they think that a permanent change in price levels has 
taken place and that it will be years before they come down, 
if they ever do. But apparently this is not likely to hamper 
movement for long. Once let buyers and consumers learn defi- 
nitely that prices are not coming down and they will begin 
buying again. In fact, some of them are, and this is partially 
responsible for the change in the general situation now. Not 
many fruits are left and those that are remain at prices which 
are prohibitive for American buyers, but are taken as fast as 
they are offered by exporters who are obtaining record prices 
for everything they have in Europe. As a whole the situation 
shows a good deal of improvement. 

Tomatoes—Prices have advanced on both spot and future 
goods and activity has increased. Buyers seem more dis- 
posed to operate and though holders insist upon higher prices, 
the market is better and movement has increased. For spot 
standard Maryland No. 2s, $1.15 is paid. No. 3s are quoted at 
$1.65 and No. 10s at $5.75. Business at these prices is better 
than it has been at lower range of quotations and is still 
improving. Some holders are said to be fairly well cleared, 
while others still have some supplies to offer. Futures are 
quoted about as follows. No. 2s, $1.10; No. 3s, $1.60, and 
No. 10s, $5.25. California spot goods are held at $1.25 for 
No. 2s, f. o. b. Coast. Futures are quoted at $1.25, with 
No. 10s held at $3.60 for standards and $4.25a4.50 for sqlid 
pack. New York interests are understood to be investing mod- 
erately in solid pack goods. The crop in some localities is re- 
ported backward. May has been cold and wet, and plants 
have not grown as rapidly as they commonly do. In some 
places plants have had to be reset. Few are worrying about 
the crop, since tomatoes have a way of coming back in quite 
extraordinary ways and they are expected to run true to form 
this season. 

Corn—New York fancy pack has advanced 10c and Ohio 
corn is now held at high as $1.60. Indiana packers are dodg- 
ing their buyer friends, preferring not to make further com- 
mitments. Maine goods are sold out, with a few exceptions, 
and no further quantities are offered. Southern stock is a 
shade firmer and some holders are asking more, though quo- 
tations have not been changed. In numerous localities re- 
planting must be done, the cold and wet causing the seed to 


rot in the ground. Spot supplies are very light and holders 
are not anxious to dispose of them. On the other hand, fu- 
tures are going a trifie slow in this market because of the 
higher prices asked for them. The conditions under which the 
market is now running makes holders beliéve that prices will 
go higher rather than lower, and that buyers will pay a good 
deal more for their supplies before the new crop is ready for 
distribution, 


Peas—Fancy grade have advanced 10c during the week 
and buyers are showing rather more interest. Holders are 
rather indisposed to allow their stock to go without they ob- 
tain full prices and the situation as a whole seems to warrant 
the expectation that perhaps prices will be higher in the future, 
The movement of late has been active and about all the fancy 
grade have been picked up. Standards are firmer, but are 
not held appreciably higher, though perhaps the fact that it is 
impossible to buy at shaded prices makes them somewhat 
higher. The crop is backward in all localities and replanting 
is in order in some instances. Movement into consumption is 
improving somewhat. 

String Beans—No spot movement is reported, though it 
is said that the supply is hardly sufficient to last until new crop 
is ready for distribution, unless, perchance, the qauntity held 
out of sight is larger than is now deemed likely. The crop 
is late in the northern growing sections and nearly all 
holders are asking full outside prices, with a tendency up- 
ward for standards. Retailers report a quiet demand from 
their establishments. 

Fruits—The situation in fruits remains unchanged. Ex- 
porters are packing up everything they can get at prices which 
make it quite impossible for American buyérs to compete. The 
market is strong and everything available is taken as soon as 
it is found. Demand for shipment of fruits to Europe con- 
tinues, and no matter what the price is buyers take the stock 
for that market. But not much is left. They are picking up 
apples now and retailers are asked to contribute all the other 
varieties of fruit they can spare, such as peaches, apricots and 
perhaps some others, but peaches especially. The outlook for 
the future pack is good and apparently it will be sold out 
long in advance of the pack. High prices are certain for the 
remainder of this season and at the beginning of the next. 

Apples—No. 10s are held as high as $6.00 and exporters 
are picking them up, even at that price. The entire market is 
getting well cleaned up and all packs are priced at about the 
same range. Nothing is heard about futures. 

Peaches—The market remains unchanged as previously re- 
ported. Prices are high, so high, in fact, that the situation 
offers no indication of improvement from the buyers’ stand- 
point, at least not for the present. The domestic market can 
hardly afford to pay what European buyers are paying, and the 
result is almost stagnation here while exporters succeed in 
clearing up substantially everything offered. The coming 
pack promises well, but high prices will prevail. 

Salmon—Movement is slow. Pinks have sold as low as 
$1.87% this week, but they are understood to be a shade 
firmer now. Chinooks are in small supply and even though 
prices are advanced demand is ample to dispose of everything 
available in a relgtively short time. Alaska reds are un- 
changed, but movement is light and even though buyers would 
be glad to get stock they find it very difficult to obtain con- 
cessions on prices. It is true that they are not as anxious as 
they were, but considerable business might be done at shaded 
prices. Reports from the packing fleets is not very liberal, 
and where it comes it doesn’t seem to contain much informa- 
tion about the progress of the pack. Alaska waters are con- 
sidered likely to yield about the usual supply. Buying is in 
only the quantities wanted for immediate use. 

Sardines—Considerable buying is in progress at full prices. 
In some instances packers say they are closed out and have 
nothing else to offer. It is said that if the present rate of dis- 
tribution continues a little while longer the packers will begin 
operation on this season’s output. The situation has im- 
proved so much that they are all looking forward to begin- 
ning before very long. Norway is expected to send here be- 
fore very long. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING.

The New York trade has taken on a different appearance of 
late, and now begins to resemble what it was before it was s0 
disturbed by war activities. The market is improving. Buyers 
are taking hold with some show of interest, and conditions are

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all very promising. While stocks are naturally reduced in some 
departments because of the extraordinary demand which has been 
made upon them in others, there are ample for present require- 
ments, at any rate, and perhaps sufficient to carry the trade 
through to the new crop. It looks now as though all the former 
activity of the New York market will be resumed within a short 
time, and later in the season, when the new goods begin to come 
in, many are expecting to see the same movement that formerly 
characterized the trade. Most holders are now convinced that 
they will be able to sell their stock at high prices, and are show- 
ing little interest in some offers made them. Others are endeavor- 
ing to clear out their holdings so as to have a clean slate when 
new goods begin to arrive. 

M. W. Donlan, for some time New York representative of 
Curtice Brothers, has resigned, to take effect June 1. G. W. 
Greene, formerly with the Douglas Company, has been appointed 
to succeed him. Mr. Doolan leaves with the best wishes of his 
former employers and of the trade, with whom he has come in 
contact during his connection with the firm. 

L. B. Gibson, of the office staff of U. H. Dudley & Co., has 
returned from France, where he served with the Rainbow Division. 

Victor A. Seggermann, of Seggermann Brothers, is back from 
a visit to the Pacific Coast of several weeks’ duration. He went 
over the situation carefully and says he looks for a good business 
in all Coast products. 

M. C. White, of James & Williams, Chicago, is a trade visitor 
this week. ; 

One report this week said that opening prices had been named 
on Chinook salmon as follows: Flats, $3.25; talls, $3.15; halves, 
$2.00; ovals, $3.95; all f. o. b. Astoria, cash, less 14% per cent, ten 
days. A good demand for Chinook is developing. 

As high as $6.00 has been paid for No. 10 apples for export. 
The supply is very small and the demand is increasing all the 
time. Buyers are having difficulty in filling their requirements. 
All prices are up about 25a50c, in some instances 75c. 

Fruits of all sorts are wanted for export, and prices are going 
higher than ever known before. But even high prices fail to bring 
out the goods. The supply seems to be exhausted in first hands. 


Second hands have but little and retailers have been about de- 
nuded of their stock. 

Spot demand for sardines holds good, and the market is firm, 
with holders clearing their stocks more rapidly than for some 
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time. Retailers are beginning to show an interest, but are not buy- 
ing extensively as yet. 

Reports from Baltimore indicate that the old pack tomatoes 
which have been held for some months by packers are about gone, 
and the market is clear for the new pack. Prices remain steady 
in this market and some detect improved demand from some 
quarters. 

Southern spinach canners are said to be reeciving a fair de- 
mand for their coming pack. The price has been put rather high 
buyers think, but that doesn’t hinder them looking for supplies. 
They realize that the early seeker will get what he wants. The 
later one may go without. 

Washington State canners are reported to be buying straw- 
berries at $3.50 per crate. The supply is reported fair and the 
quality good. 

The Astoria Canned Food Products Company, of Astoria, 
Ore., whose cannery is just finished, will put up 300 tons of black- 
berries this season. 

Some pear growers in California are said to be selling their 
fruit at about $80 a ton. 

Late apricots for canning are said to be costing from $80a% 
per ton. But canners are buying even at that price. 


A good spot demand for corn is reported during the past week, 
with prices well maintained on all grades. Buyers have not taken 
large lots, but have returned for duplicate quantities from time 
to time. The supply is not large and some grades are about 
cleared. Some buyers were unable to get their orders for new 
eorn accepted because of the short prospective crop in many locali- 
ties. Reduced acreage and a backward spring are given as the 
principal causes. 

Retailers say that they are getting more call for peas. Some 
inerease is noted in corn and string beans, but tomatoes seem to 
remain about as they have been. But retailers haven’t done any- 
thing to increase the sales of any of these products. They have 
held their prices at high ranges and have refused to follow whole- 
salers and jobbers down when they quoted lower figures. Con- 
sumers, even though they are getting educated to high prices, 
will not pay the figures some retailers ask. That might as well 
be understood now as by-and-by, and the result is a slow sale.

Eastern Tomatoes Advance, Rut Jobbers Hesitate—Canned 
Corn Advancing and Most Packers Withdrawn on 
Futures—Peas in Brisk Demand, But No 
Spots to Be Had—More Buyers 
Than Sellers for Fruit. 


Reported by Telegram 


Chicago, May 30, 1919. 

The Weather—Fine growing weather, bright warm sun- 
shine and gentle rains. Everything planted is growing, but 
the late planting is unusually late and does not promise well 
for a large output of canning crops. 

Canned Tomatoes—Eastern prices have advanced on fu- 
ture standards to $1.10 for No. 2 and $1.60 for No. 3 f. o. b. 
canneries, Peninsula, Maryland, but buyers are not following 
the advance. They have but little speculative confidence in 
tomatoes, having been scorched so often that they dread an- 
other broiling. They are buying future tomatoes very cau- 
tiously, 

Spot tomatoes are slow. A block of 7,000 cases of threes 
extra standard, which had been rusty and had been burnished, 
sold this week at $1.55, delivered at Chicago, canner’s labels. 
I have heard of no other spot sales. One of the packing 
houses that had been selling twos standard to the retail trade 
at very low prices is now about sold out, I learn, and has ad- 
vanced its price to, $1.20. They started to sell the block at 
$1.05, all f. o. b. Chicago. 

Canned Corn—I told you so! That Publicity meeting at 
Hotel Sherman last week jumped the price of future canned 
corn about ten cents per dozen, and caused the Iowa canners to 
“fly the coop”’ entirely and quit selling canned corn futures at 
any price. A Chicago broker got nine Iowa canners in a bunch 
and shook orders at them for fifteen to twenty thousand cases 
at their quoted prices and not one of them would accept an 
order for a case of corn. 

I understand, however, that after they got home one or 
two of them did take on a little extra standard at $1.27% can- 
nery, and a little fancy at $1.35 cannery. 

A big Illinois canner who has sold but littie futures, came 
into the market this week and sold some standard corn at 
$1.25, extra standard at $1.35, but put his price up quickly to 
$1.30 for standard and $1.40 for extra standard, and $1.50 
for fancy. 

A packer of Country Gentleman corn in Indiana advanced 
his price from $1.40 to $1.50, I am told, for future delivery. 

Spot corn is dull, not because it is not wanted, but because 
it is not to be had. 

Canned Peas—There is a good brisk demand for small 
sizes fancy peas, spot delivery, but the goods are not to be had. 
In futures the large sizes are in best request. Anything in 
Alaskas or sweets around $1.15 is eagerly snapped up. 

California Fruits—Everything in this line is saleable and 
there are more buyers than sellers. Some of the California 
and Pacific Coast canners have been made so independent by 
the unusual and abnormal demand for their output in two 
years past that they apparently spend the time in making faces 
_at themselves and will give very little attention to their brok- 
ers or their correspondence. 

They will find that a situation of that kind and an attitude 
of that kind toward the trade will make them enemies and 
lose them friends in the times to come, when they will need 
friends and customers. 

Indifference and discourteous treatment are not soon for- 
gotten. There are buyers for all offerings and they are per- 
mitting canners to name the assortments they will contract to 
furnish at openirg prices, 


It is plain that the canning facilities for California fruits 
are inadequate and the high prices will undoubtedly cause 
the establishing of a lot of new caneries. 

Spot Goods—Wholesale grocers’ stocks are all shot to 
pieces and they are beginning to buy freely from each other 
in corn, peas, string beans, beets, fruits of all kinds and all 
grades of salmon, sardines, etc. 

Wholesale Grocers and Packers—I note that wholesale 
grocers have merely changed their attitude toward the meat 
packers. They have probably realized that there is no legal 
power which will prevent the meat packers from buying and 
selling anything they desire to handle, and now claim that 
their purpose is not to prevent or hinder the competition of 
the meat parkers, but to prevent discrimination in favor of the 
meat packers by the railroads in the use of refrigerator cars 
for local shipments of non-perishable food stuffs at carload 
rates and with prompter service. All of which privileges are 
not given to wholesale grocers who do not own or operate their 
own refrigerator cars. 

I am not posted as to this condition of affairs, but if there 
is such discrimination it should be discontinued. No shipper 
should be given an advantage in railroad transportation in 
rates or privileges, and I believe that anyone who is fair- 


minded will so admit. 


The presentation of the Inspection Advertising and Pub- 
licity plan at the canners meeting last week at Hotel Sherman 
was deeply interesting. 

There was an attendance of members of the Western Can- 
ners’ Association of about 150, and all took a deep interest in 
the subject. I do not know what the result was in subscrip- 
tions to the guarantee fund, but think it was satisfactory. 
President Gerber and Secretary Gorrell handled the subject in 
the able and forceful and personal way they usually handle 
everything, but the most telling speech was made by Mr. H. 
W. Phelps, of the American Can Company. There is some- 
thing about his style of speaking that puts the thing over the 
footlights into the audience. He uses clear thought, gooa 
reasoning, handles touches of sentiment artistically and mar- 
shals his facts in a masterful way, all of which are accompilsh- 
ments of a trained and self-possessed speaker, and he has a fine 
round, pleasing voice and affable style of speaking. But be- 
yond all these things there igs an earnestness and a sincerity 
in his words and manner which creates the feeling that his 
heart is in his word and that he believe and is ready to abide 
by the things that he endorses. I don’t know how to describe 
this power of speech better than it was described in the bible 
in the words, “Out of the fullness of the heart the mouth 
speaketh.” 

That Inspection Certificate and Publicity movement is a 
great movement. It is what the canning industry must have 
to protect it from:the reaction and relapse that will almost 
surely come in the next few years unless it can be obviated. 

Unless there is inspection and a certificate of inspection 
and quality, publicity of a general character can not be made 
effective. You can not advertise when there is no way to 
identify your advertising and to apply it. If that is at- 
tempted it is merely shooting sky rockets into the atmosphere, 


which let the stick attached fall in darkness after it has been 
carried aloft. 

When I want a lawyer I enter his office and the first 
thing I look around for when I am waiting is hig diploma of 
graduation or admission to the bar. If I find none, I feel 
like I may have made a mistake in coming to the wrong man. 
When I go to a doctor’s office or a dentist’s office I also look 
for his certificate of competency and diplomas, and if I see 
them I feel confidence and proceed to business, unless in the 
case of the dentist I hear some fellow in the chair yelling or 
get a glimpse of a gross or so of gouges and pullicans, when 
he opens the door. If I do I make an appointment for the 
next week and hot foot for the street, and never return. 

But to be serious, the certificate of the National Can- 
ners Asociation Inspection is the badge of character and merit 
which canned foods have long needed, and it can be advertised 
in a thousand ways, with magnificent benefit to the industry 
and to every canner and distributor of canned foods. I am for

Dr. Rosenau’s Report on “Ptomaines’—Approval of the 
Highest Scientific Authorities—Scientific and 
Medical Journals Spread the Im- 
portant Decision. 


Two years ago the National Canners’ Association 
decided to learn once and for all whether or not there 
was any foundation in truth for the many stories about 
ptomaine poisoning from canned foods, and to that end 
requested the highest scientific authorities in the world 


to undertake this study, putting at thier disposal a special ° 


fund to defray the expenses. Dr. Rosenau, of Harvard 
University, was selected by this board of scientists to 
head this study, and he has been unremitting in his 
efforts. A large number of eminent authorities have 
colaborated with him, and the final decision has only just 
been made public. 

Other quotations from scientific journals are given 
in connection with this historical event—for it is easily 
the most important thing that has happened in the his- 
tory of this industry. This forever lays the ghost of 
ptomaines as applied to canned foods, and all should 
spread the good news.

Dear Mr.-Gorrell: . A bacteriological examination has been 
made of about two thousand cans of merchantable canned 
foods. Professor John Weinzirl, who examined the first lot of 
about one thousand cans, found that some of them contained 
spores of bacteria and occasionally, the spores of molds. These 
studies have been continued by Dr. E. W. Cheyney, who has 
found substantially the same results except for a smaller per- 
centage of cans containing viable microorganisms. It is well 
known to students of bacteriology that some of these spores 
are exceedingly resistant to heat and are very difficult to kill. 
Most of these spores belong to the common varieties of bac- 
teria that need the oxygen of the air to germinate; hence the 
importance of a tight can and a partial vaccum. It has been 
found that living microrganisms most frequently occur in meat, 
sausage, crab and other food packed in a dry state, and less 
often in fruits and certain vegetables. Professor Weinzirl’s 
results were published in the Journal of Medical Research. 
January, 1919. Dr. Cheyney’s paper is now in press. 

An experimental lunch club was started over a year ago, 
in order to give a fina] answer to the question which is sure to 
be asked: Do these live bacteria in the cans injure health?

We have now studied over 51 outbreaks of so-called ‘‘pto- 


maine” poisoning, involving 1,500 persons, and causing three 
deaths. -This work has been done by Dr. W. E. Brown, Dr. 
R. N. Atwater, Dr. D. L. Sisco and several helpers. We have 
industriously looked for cases and have made a special at- 
tempt to discover the cause of all illness attributed to food. 
This part of our work has brought out many curious instances, 
One outbreak of ‘‘ptomaine’’ poisoning was in fact dysentery; 
another was sunstroke; another was due to salt petre put in 
the sugar in one of the military training camps, and a fourth 
was oxalic acid poisoning. Of the three deaths, two of them 
were due to dysentery and the third was caused by oxalic acid 
poisoning. 

It is very clear to us that injury due to food is much 
less frequent than is commonly supposed, and surely less preva- 
lent in this country than abroad. This, I think, is due to the 
fact that we are nearer the source of our food supply, which 
is more abundant, fresher and cleaner than in Europe. Fur- 
thermore, we use much more canned foods here than do the 
people in Europe, for it is becoming increasingly evident that 
canned foods are the safest foods that come to our table. 


* * * * 


It is becoming convincingly clear to us that there is no 
such thing as ‘iptomaine” poisoning, and that canned foods 
have a clean bill of health. They are, in fact, the safest foods 
that come to our table. Our studies furthermore emphasize 
the importance of packing fresh and clean products.

“PTOMAIN” POISONING. 


In a recent issue of this Journal was published 
an obituary of Dr. Thomas F. Harrington, in which it 
was said that the cause of this death was “ptomain 
poisoning.’”’ Further investigation of this diagnosis 
with the physician in attendance upon Dr. Harring- 
ton and the death certificate had disclosed first that 
the origin of the diagnosis is known, and second, 
that the immediate cause of death was uremia, the 
apparent result of a neoplasm which obstructed the 
ureters. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that 
in Europe the diagnosis “‘ptomain”’ poisoning is sel- 
dom made, and the use of the word “ptomain” in any 
connection is very rare and quite guarded. On the 
other hand, in this country the term has gained a 
most popular and unwarranted usage. The layman 
uses it for all acute gastro-intestinal attacks, especial- 
ly if these are traceable in any way to canned foods. 
In the eys of the profession, such a diagnosis is be- 
coming, as Jordan so aptly puts it, ‘‘a convenient 
refuge from etiologic uncertainty.’’ It seems worth 
while here to call attention to the study of this ques- 
tion which is being conducted in the Department of 
Preventive Medicine and Hygiene at the Harvard 
Medical School.

Also, in all cases 
where the diagnosis “‘ptomain” poisoning has been 
investigated in not a single instance has it been found 
to be based upon fact. In the opinion of these in- 

. Vestigators such a diagnosis lacks precision and ought 
rarely, if ever, be made. 


“WHAT IS “PTOMAIN” POISONING? 


The term “‘ptomain” poisoning has become a cloak for 
ignorance. Jordan’ says that “ptomain poisoning is a con- 
venient refuge from etiologic uncertainty.” In fact, any acute 
gastro-intestinal attack resulting from a great variety of causes 
is apt to be called “ptomain”’ poisoning. Selmi, in 1873, first 
used the word ptomain (from a corpse) to include the 
poisonous products of putrefaction which gave the reaction 


then looked on as characteristic of vegetable alkaloids. From 
the time of Selmi, when ptomains were regarded as animal 
alkaloids, our conception of these substances has changed 
markedly. The last attempt to give precision to the term was 
by Vaughan,? who defined ptomains as intermediate cleavage 
products of protein decomposition. Rosenau and his asso- 
ciates* at Harvard have been searching in vain for the past 
year and a half for ptomains that might cause gastro-intestinal 
or other symptoms. Split products of protein putrefaction are 


readily isolated. Some of these products have physiologic 
activity, but none of them thus far have been demonstrated 
to be poisonous when taken by the mouth. The so-called 
ptomains isolated and described by Selmi, Nencki, Brieger, 
Schmiedeberg, Faust and Vaughan were usually obtainea 
from putrid organic matter that had decomposed past the point 
at which it would be used as food. Furthermore, most of 
these substances were tested by injecting them subcutaneously 
or intravenously into animals. Many substances are poisonous 
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when thus introduced parenterally, though they may be harm- 
less by the mouth. Again, many of the so-called ptomains 
isolated and described have since been shown to contain im- 
purities. Chemists are now seldom confident of the purity of 
protein fractions, even when obtained in crystalline form. The 
chemical search for split protein products as the cause of 
“ptomain’”’ poisoning has practically been abandoned. Most 
of these split products are amins, which are either not pois- 
onous at all, or no more so than their corresponding ammonia 
salts. The chemical resemblance between muscarin and cholin 
has directed the work toward the phosphatids, but thus far 
this line of research has not helped solve the puzzle of “‘pto- 
main” poisoning. Chemists avoid the use of the word pto- 
mains, for the reason that it lacks precision. This is a curious 
instance of the popular use of a technical term that sounds 
well, but means little. Only clinicians cling to it as a con- 
venient refuge. Ptomain is a term for chemical substances of 
uncertain origin, unknown nature, and doubtful existence.

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REPORT OF THE PULP CCMMITTEE. 
Indiana Canners’ Association, 


The present day custom of packing tomato pulp in her- 
metically sealed packages dates back from about 1910. Up 
to that time pulp had been a haphazard product, generally con- 


tained in barrels, with or without a sustaining preservative, 


and seldom made with a view to quality. This unfortunate 
condition was due in a great measure to the fact that the 
manufacture of pulp was looked upon as a distinct by-product 
to the manufacture of canned tomatoes and was allowed to 
run itself while all care and attention was devoted to the 
main line. 


This attitude of negligence has been wel] destroyed by the 
pure food requirements of State and National authorities and 
the increased trade demand for higher quality products. The 
Indiana Canners, stimulated by the State Food Department, 
were the first to meet this demand, and today Indiana tomato 
pulp stands admittedly the leader in all American markets. 
The advantage thus obtained must not be lost to the State and 
therefore to the members of this association. Progress by con- 
tinued improvement will alone serve to maintain this leader- 
ship. Quality goes hand in hand with price, thus building its 
own sure reward. 


Your committee, after careful investigation and consid- 
eration, begs to present the following suggestions, which it 
believes express the underlying principles of pulp production: 

First: Sanitary Conditions—All will agree that these are 
of first importance. The factory, machinery and labor are on 
a par. If any one is faulty in this respect the others cannot 
cure the shortcoming. Improperly cleaned factory machinery 
counts for many a government seizure, ‘‘A lick and a promise,”’ 


are not efficient tools in the problem of “cleaning up” pulp 
machinery.

To minimize ‘‘flats’’ 


and ‘‘swells’’ 
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it is of prime importance that all stale, S 
sour, fermenting and odor producing matter be removed. 


Floors, tables and canning machinery washed with 


Buildings must have concrete floors and be well lighted, 
ventilated and drained. An abundant supply of good water 
must be provided for in flushing and scrubbing both floors and 
machinery. Boiling water is an adjunct that cannot be too 
highly prized because with force behind it, it is the best clean- 
ing solution known. If it is not available, steam for clenaing 
is necessary, but it must be remembered that the value of 
this agent is its force and not its heat, which is dissipated too 
rapidly to be effective. Cleaning with steam should always 
be followed by thorough flushing with water. 


In order that the outlined methods of cleaning may be 
used to the greatest advantage, the easy accessability of ma- 
chinery and all pipes through which the product flows must be 
arranged for. Cyclones should be placed in an open space so 
that they may be attacked from all sides when cleaning time 
arrives. All pipes should be disconnected easily and, if pos- 
sible, flushed in both directions. An abundance of brooms 
and brushes should be supplied and when all apparatus has 
been thoroughly scrubbed it should be left open for the pur- 
pose of ventilation and drainage. 


Second: Washing—The abundant supply of good water 
is most valued for its use in the washing of the fruit. Various 
washing devices are in operation such as: the rotary, worm, 
paddle, spray and dump. All these vary in their application 
but for the purpose of pulp making the dump washer should 
be discarded. The rotary is probably the best adapted for the 
manufacture of pulp although when tomatoes are canned some 
may object to its rough treatment. In any event the fruit 
should be agitated in water or sprays under pressure should 
be directed against it from all directions. A good test of the 
efficiency of the washer may be made by allowing one of the 
tomatoes to dry. If thoroughly washed it will dry clean, but 
if not, a thin coating of dirt will be seen that wag not visible 
when wet.

A rigid sorting 
system provides security against high microscopic counts, and 
insures happiness to the pulp maker’s days and gentle clumb- 
er for his dreams. The sorting belt should be of convenient 
height and width and sufficiently long to give each sorter 
plenty of room. No sorter should be expected to trim, because 
a dozen rots may pass her as she trims one. Let the sorters 
throw out partially rotten tomatoes and have additional wom- 
en do the trimming. Provision should also be made for turn- 
ing the tomatoes over during their passage on the table so 
that all sides may be well scrutinized. The sorting belt is no 
place for lazy workers, as there is no easy method of making 
them work, yet the reputation of the canner for quality and 
his liability of trouble with the Government an entirely depend- 
ent upon them. Pick the best women you have and pay them 
accordingly. The canner himself or some one vitally inter- 
ested in the business should check the work of the sorters many 
times each day. Gather a bucket of tomatoes that have passed 
the sorters and count the number of rots that have escaped. 
In the manufacture of skin and core pulp send the partially 
rotten tomatoes that have been picked from the table to a 
separate set of peelers and discard their peelings. Skin and 
core pulp must be made only from the peelings of completely 
sound tomatoes. Remember also that the foundation of good 
color in the finished product is made at the sorting table by 
removing the green and unripe fruit. 

Fourth: Cyclone—As mentioned under the sanitary con- 
ditions the cyclone should be located in an open space and 
easily acessible for cleaning. Here again is an important step 
in manufacture, as the paddles of this machine should be 
carefully adjusted, so that no green or hard material will go 
through the screen. Nothing wil] cause pulp to be of bad

Fifth: Finisher—Not many manufacturers finish their 
pulp before cooking, but passage through this machine at this 
time will further remove green parts, and consequently im- 
prove color. Like the cyclone the finisher should be in the 
open and of easy access for cleaning. 

Sixth: Sorting—Do not hold tomato juice after cyclon- 
ing any longer than is absolutely necessary. If cold or warm 
either, yeasts or bacteria or both will increase with whirl- 
wind speed and trouble will result. If hot, organisms will not 
increase, but color will suffer if the pulp is kept for any con- 
siderable period. 

Seventh: Quick Cooking—The faster tomato juice is con- 
centrated to pulp consistency the better color and flavor, Lack 
of sufficient steam is an almost universal condition. When 
steam is low smal] batches should be cooked. A long simmer- 
ing or slow boil will surely dissipate color and injure the deli- 
cate flavors of the best tomatoes, whereas a quick condensa- 
tion tends to maintain them. Never fill the cooker with more 
pulp than your steam supply will cook to proper gravity in 
more than forty-five minutes. A long drawn-out cook will 
make brown pulp every time. The shorter the cook the better 
the color; or, in other words, more steam, better color, 
smaller batch, better color. 

Eighth: Rapidity of Progress. From start to finish, 
rapid handling of the product is necessary to secure a fine 
product. The juice should not be allowed to stand. The 
whole tomato may be held a few hours without evil effect, but 
the juice not at all. The cooking should begin immediately, 
canning the pulp follow promptly, and then, and most impor- 
tant, the filled packages should be cooled. ‘Can burning’’ is 
a frequent cause of browned pulp. 

Ninth: Warehousing—Large-size tin packages when filled 
and cooled are at best a precarious package. Therefore, they

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should be handled with as few jars as possible, and only as 
often as is necessary. 

Especially should great care be exercised in loading pulp 
into cars so as to protect loss in shipping. All cans should be 
packed snugly, and well bulkheaded so tight as to prevent 
working loose in transportation. 


Proposed Standards for Pulp and Puree. 


In the judgment of your committee, the time has come 
for standardizing the pulp and puree business. Manufactur- 
ers of tomato sauce and paste, the same being more concen- 


trated forms of strained tomatoes, have already acted on stand- 
ards for these products. 


For purposes of discussion, tomato juice or strained toma- 
toes may be assumed to be of a gravity of 1.02, these figures 
indicating the tomato solids present, which solids represent 
the value of the juice. As this juice is concentrated by boil- 
ing, the percentage of solids increases, making such concen- 
trated juice more valuable per pound or gallon than the origi- 

- nal juice. 
The word pulp has by usage come to represent a thinner 


product than the word puree. Both terms refer to strained 
tomatoes at different degrees of concentration. 


Tomato Pulp—Tomato pulp is strained tomatoes concen- 
trated by evaporation, with or wtihotu the addition of salt. 
It contains not less than 8.37 per cent tomato solids, 


(1.035 Sp. Gravity) determined by drying in vacuo at 70 de- 
grees C. 


Tomato Puree—Tomato puree is strained tomatoes con- 
trated by evaporation, with or without the addition of salt. 

It contains not less than 12 per cent tomato solids. (Sp. 
Gravity 1.05) determined by drying in vacuo at 70 degrees C. 

Microscopical Standard—Your committee unqualifiedly jus- 
tifies and indorses the microscopic standard promulgated by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
and published in Bulletin No. 581, 1917. Your committee is 


of the opinion that such microscopic standard is most reason- 
able and that the exercise of ordinary care in the manufac- 


ture of pulp will insure its more than fulfifilling the require- 
ments of that standard under ordinary conditions. 


Suggested Contract—Not all canners realize the rapid 
change in value of pulp during concentration and ignorance of 
this fact has been the cause of much dissatisfaction and finan- 
cial loss. A buyer should not reject any pulp solely because 
of low gravity nor should the canner expect the same price 
for his pulp of 1.030 gravity as for that which tests 1.035 
because it will require 117.7 gallons of the former to make 
100 gallons of the latter. In order to avoid misunderstandings 
concerning this matter we suggest that a definite specific gray- 
ity be stated in the contract and the following clause be in- 
serted: It is hereby further mutually agreed between buyer 
and seller that if the pulp or puree delivered under this con- 
tract be above or below the specific gravity specified then said 
variation or difference shall be adjusted according to their 


relative values based upon the tables of Dr. W. D. Bigelow 
hereto attached and made.a part of this contract, 


For the purpose of ascertaining the specifific gravity of a 
shipment, the examination of 1 per cent of the packages com- 
prising the shipment should be fairly indicative of the aver- 
age composition. :

Demand Brisk—New Pack Usually Taken in Preference By 
Buyers, Although Older Packed is Actually Better— 
Salmon Improves in the Cans—Clam Pack- 
ing Increasing—Fruit Canners to 
Help Growers. 

Reported by Telegraph. 

Seattle, May 30, 1919. 

Salmon—Spot demand for canned.salmon is brisk. There 
is every indication that the domestic trade will be active all spring 
and summer, even at the prices that are now prevailing. Stocks 
are limited both as to variety and quantity, but the little fish that 
remains to be doled out to the trade between now and the time 
new stock becomes available consists largely of the lower grades. 
It is stated that the canners in British Columbia still have on 
hand about 300,000 cases of fish, mostly lower grades. 


New salmon will commence to show up here shortly, although 
the early shipments will have no effect on the market, and, as in 
the past, will be snapped up upon arrival. For some reason or 
other new stock always finds a ready sale. Given a stock of old 
and new fish, the buyer will invariably take the fresh pack. Now, 
as a matter of fact, extended tests by scientists have demonstrated 
that the newly packed fish does not possess the flavor of that 
that has been in tins for a longer period. The ageing process, 
these tests indicated, tended to bring out the oils and to make 
the fish more delicious. One of the largest companies in the sal- 
mon eanning business several years ago conducted a long series 
of tests along this line. As a result of these tests the officers 


were satified that fish which had been in the cans for several 
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years was better as a matter of fact than the freshly packed 
article. 


The average consumer or dealer does not believe this, how- 
ever, and the packers do not care to push the point, for they are 
anxious in most cases to convert their fish into cash rather than 
hold for a season or two. The fact remains, however, that canned 
salmon doeg not deteriorate if kept in cans, but as a matter of 
fact improves. 


A strong effort is being made in British Columbia to have 
salmon packed in that province placed on the list of articles set up 
against the credit sheet of foreign loans. Up te the present Cana- 
dian salmon has been left off this list, but this is about the only 
important foedstuff that British Columbia can supply that has 
been overlooked. The British Columbia packers are making ar- 
rangements for packing about two-thirds the quantity they put 
up last year. The Canadians normally sell a lot of low-grade fish 
in Australia. Word has recently been received that the Australian 
dealers have rather full stocks of canned salmon and that the 
demand from that source will likely be unusually light. 


Two carloads of salmon cans have just been shipped from 
Seattle to Port Angeles for use of the new salmon cannery under 
construction in that city. 

The new cannery is under construction for the Union Fisher- 
men’s Fishing and Packing Company. The plant is now practically 
ready for operation. The owners expect to put up a large pack. 
This cannery has the unique distinction of being largely owned 
by fishermen. 

Clams—Building of what the projectors claim will be the 
largest clam cannery in existence is progressing rapidly at Snug 
Harbor, Alaska. The Surf Harbor Packing Company is putting 
up this big cannery and expects to have it operating in July, 
according to a statement by Alvin Hemrich, the president of the 
company. In putting up this plant the company is profiting from

A new milk-condensing factory is to be erected at Sequin, 
Wash.,; by the Bugge Canning Company. It is also proposed to 
put in equipment for canning fruits and vegetables.

AN EXPORT MARKET FOR CANNED FOODS. 


Probabilities Regarding the Continuation of the Export Demand 
for Canned Goods—-Conditions That Influence This 
Business—The Probable Effect on Domestic 
Prices—Conditions in England Good. 


(From Canadian Grocer, May 16, 1919.) 


The question of continued export business in canned foods 
is an important one, for on it depends in some measure the 
probable prices that the merchant will have to pay for these 
commodities during the coming season. For the past few 
years there has grown up an important export business, owing 
to the need for all available foodstuffs in the British Isles. 
Now the question arises as to whether this trade can be main- 
tained. One of the difficulties in forecasting what may occcur 
in this way, is the uncertainty of the pack, and the consequent 
inability to set a price ahead of the season. 

As far as last year’s pack is concerned, it has pretty well 
been disposed of, both fruit and vegetables, the heavy export 
demand relieving what might otherwise have been a glutted 
market. But when it comes to assuring a market for the 
coming season’s pack an entirely different situation arises. 
The Canadian packer is in direct competition with the American 
packer, who, by reason of his geographical situation, is in a 


much better position. He begins to pack a couple of weeks 
ealrier than the Canadian packer, and has an uninterrupted 
season. Knowing his costs and being able to estimate the 
probable production, with slight possibilites of variation, it is 
easier for him to set a price. The Canadian canner, on the 
other hand, while he knows what his costs of unperishable 
supplies will be, is absolutely unable to estimate the production 
cost. The season starts later, and may be cut short early in 
September by frosts. In such a case, of course, there would 
only be a fractional pack, and the costs must be of necessity 
far heavier per case than if the season were free from frost 
and a full pack available. This makes it inadvisable to set a 
price ahead of the pack, and were he to do so he would have to 
make a price to cover every contingency, otherwise in the event 
of crop failure, loss of produce through shortage of help, etc., 
he might face a disastrous loss, and this is the condition that 
makes it hard for the Canadian canner to get business on 
foreign markets. 

Despite these difficulties, however, an aggressive bid is 
being made for this business. W. R. Drynan, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Dominion Canners’ Limited, has but recently re- 
turned from England and France, where he has been exerting 
his energies toward securing a market opening for a part of 
the coming season’s pack,

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When seen recently by a Canadian Grocer representative, 
Mr. Drynan expressed himself as very well pleased with the 
prospects for export during the coming season. 


Arranging for Full Pack. 


The company, he stated, was making arrangements to put 
up a pack to the limit of the capacity of their entire sixty 
factories. 

Material Remains High. 

Prospects are that there will be little change in actual 
costs in the canning industry. Tin plate is now a trifle lower, 
but cans wil] hardly be obtainable at much under that of the 
preceding year. Cases, too, are higher, and the labor situa- 
tion as far as wages are concerned, does not indicate a lower 
cost for labor. 

As another factor in maintaining canned food prices dur- 
ing the coming season, the export demand is still a matter to 
be reckoned with. The failure of the fruit crop last year in 
Great Britain has resulted in a steady demand for all kinds of 
canned fruits. Canned vegetables such as tomatoes and peas 
have also been selling freely. This inquiry is largely from 
the British Isles. The fact that the workingman there is earn- 
ing so much more than he ever did before has affected the 
consumption of foodstuffs, for he is a good buyer, and every- 
thing points to the British consumer being a larger buyer of 
canned foods than ever before. 


Have Depleted Reserves to Meet Export Orders. 


In order to meet this present export demand, Mr. Drynan 
stated that Canadian manufacturers had to draw from the 
stocks in the hands of the jobbers, as canners were long ago 
completely cleaned out. As a result indications point to a 
bare market before the new crop. Whether Canada will have 


a surplus should the export demand continue remains to be 
seen. Quite frequently it is the case that the output is only 
sufficient for pro rata delivery for domestic demands. 


THE CANNING TRADE. 


Italy, France and Holland Formerly a Factor. 


Heretofore the export trade of Italy, France and Holland, 
especially in canned vegetables, hes operated against the Cana- 
dian manufacturer. Before the war, owing to low freights and 
cheap labor, America could not successfully compete in the old 
country market. It is doubtful, however, if any of these coun- 
tries will be a factor this year in the old country markets. 


Preferential Tariff Would Help Canada. 


The United States will also be a competitor, but with the 
proposed British preference, Canadian canners should be able 
to successfully cope with American competition, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Americans have the advantage of not having 
to pay inland freight. ‘ This, of course, applies to the Baltimore 
district. The feeling of the British buyer at present is strongly 
in favor of doing business with Canadians, 


Small Likelihood of Low Price. 


This past season it will be remembered prices in Canada 
were much lower than in the United States. 

With the possibility of a continued export demand, and 
with high priced materials and labor, and with very light 
stocks of canned foods to carry over, there seems slight like- 
lihood of any material declines in canned foods prices during 
the coming season, 

Of course the export situation is uncertain, but given the 
ability to meet competition in the matter of price, there is a 
strong probability of a good business. 

“Money in both France and England is easy,’’ stated Mr. 
Drynan, ‘“‘and among the business people there is a general 
feeling of optimism as to the future. England’s manufactur- 
ers are all busy. People in Canada had rather exaggerated 
ideas of industrial conditions in the old country. They were 
not as bad as was generally believed, in fact, in many indus- 
tries business is still held back owing to shortage of labor.” 

“John Bull,” in his opinion, ‘“‘was, is, and will continue to 
be the top dog in the world’s business.”’

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CALIFORNIA MARKET 


Unprecedented Demand for Canned Fruits Continues—Packers 
Know No Limit on Fresh Fruits—Tomato Market 
Growing Firmer—Coast Notes, 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 30, 1919. 

Demand Shows No Slackening—The demand for future 
California canned and dried fruits is without precedent, and 
prices are mounting to unheard of figures. Just what the end 
will be no one can foresee, but at present there is a mad 
scramble on the part of buyers to secure stocks and so far 
those who hold origina] contracts are in clover, since they 
can easily dispose of these at a profit. Some lines of California 
canned fruits, on which opening prices have not yet been 
named, are changing hands at a premium of ten per cent, 
‘ while profits on pineapple contracts in some instances amount 
to more than thirty-five per cent. Buying can only be de- 
scribed as being reckless, the trade in general being much like 
a wild rider eager to show his skill by throwing away the 
bridle and spurring his mount. For several seasons past pre- 
dictions have been made that the consuming: trade could not 
absorb packs at the high prices named and many failed to 
anticipate their needs. However, the goods were always cared 
for and the adventurous element in the trade waltzed away 
with the choice business and the Jarge profits. The more con- 
servative have thrown discretion to the winds and are buying, 
regardless of former values, having adopted the policy that it 
is better to suffer loss by having goods on hand than to forego 
possible profits by having nothing to sell. 


Packers do not seem to be a bit more conservative than 
brokers and wholesalers. They are bidding against each other 
and are running prices up to an unprecedented level, to the 
great joy of fruit growers. Future dried prunes are now 
thirteen cents a pound, peaches fifteen cents, apricots twenty- 
five cents and apples seventeen cents. . Contracts for canning 
peaches have mounted to as high as $85 a ton, while $105 is 
being paid for apricots. These prices, with the high price of 
sugar and a new wage scale for cannery workers, mean ex- 
tremely high prices for canned fruits. Whether or not the 
American public will pay the prices demanded remains to be 
seen, but this is not worrying buyers in the least. They are 
looking over the heads of America to Europe and profess to 
see a market there for anything that can be produced, with 
price no object. Orders are pouring in from across the At- 
lantic and the only wonder is where the money igs coming from 
to pay for the goods. To some it looks like starving Europe 
is preparing to have a good meal on borrowed money, with 
the great American public looking on only partly satisfied. 
The interesting feature is that the choicest lines are in demand. 
Fruits are wanted in any form, while old beans are going beg- 
ging at practically the cost of production, and the same is 
true of rice. 


Tomatoes—The tomato market is getting on a more stable 
basis again and future No. 2% standards are firm at $1.20, 
while spot stocks are selling more freely at $1.20 and $1.25. 
Prices on solid pack have not been named, but some sales of 
No. 2%s have been made at $1.50. 


Coast Notes—The Greco Company, which conducts a large 
plant near San Jose, Cal., has asked the Superior Court for 
an injunction against the State Board of Health from quaran- 
tining and condemning 20,000 cases of tomato sauce packed in 
1918. Five thousand cases of the lot were seized by the Board 
of Health in the hands of San Francisco wholesale houses. 
The goods were declared to have been adulterated and mis- 
branded, but the packing company denies the allegation. 


The first decision in a number of-suits brought by the 
California Packing Corporation against growers who are al- 
leged to have gone back on their contracts to supply this con- 
cern with tomatoes last season was announced this week in 
the Superior Court of Alameda County in the case of S. Kato. 
This grower later made a contract with the Tomato Growers’ 
Association and delivered his crop to it. The jury found that 
there had been no misrepresenattion on the part of the Cali- 
fornia Packing Corporation, and held the Japanese liable for all 
damages sustained by it, together with the cost of the suit. 


A special meeting of the Canners League of California is 


’ being arranged by Secretary Preson McKinney for a date early 


in June. A meeting is rarely held at this season of the year, 
but the feeling is that there are many problems coming up at 
the commencement of the active canning season and that an 
understanding on these is desirable. 


The directors of the Tulare County Canning Peach Asso- 
ciation, which controls the largest pool of canning peaches in 
Northern California, have invited bids for the fruit held by it 
and will open these early in June. It is anticipated that more 
than six thousand tons of canning peaches will be sold by 
the association this year at record prices. 


A new scale of minimum wages has been announced for 
women workers and minors employed in California canneries, 
The minimum wage will be $13.50 a week for experienced 
workers, based on a flat hourly wage of 28 cents, or on a new 
piece schedule. Unskilled workers will receive 21 cents an 
hour for the first week’s work and will then be considered 
in the skilled class. Auditors whose salaries are paid pro rata 
by the canners, will inspect the payrolls at regular intervals, re- 
porting to the Industrial Welfare Commission. 


Hunt Bros. Packing Company has taken over the old- 
established business of Hunt Bros, Company, San Francisco, 
acquiring all the assets and assuming the liabilites. The in- 
terests of G. H. Bradt and W. G. L. Behr have been taken 
over by E. D. Deming, of the Deming & Gould Co., and the 
Pacific-American Fisheries, and his associates. The offices 
of the company have been moved to 2 Pine Street. The of- 
ficers and directors of the reorganized concern are as follows: 
Julius A. Landsberger, president; Willard Fay and E, B. Dem- 
ing, vice president; H. P. Mee, treasurer; O. R. West, auditor; 
Capt. E. H. Neilsen, S. C. Scotten, C. E. Wilcox, Allen L. 
Chickering. The office of secretary is held by Clarence Cook. 
who formerly held this position. 

A cannery is being established at Bishop, Cal., by Edward 
Lauffer and P. Foote. 

The floating fish cannery, John G, North, operated by the 
Van Camp Sea Food Products Company, -was destroyed by fire 
off the coast of Lower California on May 14, with a loss of 
$50,000. 


The Braden Preserve Company , 455 South Raymend Ave., 


Pasadena, Cal., has been reorganized with a capital stock of 


$50,000. A. C. Braden is president of the concern; George 
V. Baker, vice president; Harold Landreth, secretary, E. J. 
Pyle, treasurer. The company has taken over the old opera 
house building ag its plant.

Packing Company has been changed from New York to Oro- 
ville, Cal., and Capt. R. A. Courtney has succeeded H. P.

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THE WHEAT SITUATION. 
Food Addministration Grain Corporation. 


Several alternative plans to cover varying estimates as to 
1919 wheat crop and at the same time protect the interests 
of both producer and consumer were considered at the four- 
day conference of executives of the Grain Corporation with 
Julius Barnes, United States Wheat Director. 

Future policies of the Grain Corporation were determined 
at the conference as well as the personnel of the organization. 
With few exceptions th¢ executive officers remain the same. The 
second vice presidents have returned to their homes. 

Discussing the recent meeting with his executive organiza- 

tion, gathered from all parts of the United States, Mr. Barnes 
said: , 
“With the spring wheat season now two weeks later than 
normal as a result of unfavorable weather conditions, there 
will undoubtedly be a decreased acreage of sprnig wheat, which 
promises less and less chance of there being produced in this 
country the very large exportable surplus of wheat popularly 
expected. 

“Crop indications are that wheat will be traded in at 
the Government fair price basis, but if not, any readjustment 
of price to protect consumers of flour can most readily be made 
through the flour manufacturing facilities under proper safe- 
guards. 

“It was also recognized at the conference that it was im- 
perative that the re-sale price below the Government fair price 
basis should be reflected to the bread consumer. Another pos- 
sibility taken into consideration was that crop developments 


may be such that wheat may be traded in above the Govern- ~ 


ment fair price basis, in which case the wheat director would 
not be an influence in the market as there was no maximum 
price policy determined by Congress.” 

“In general, the three days’ session on all the problems of

ganization the feeling that, though there were many compli- 
cations and difficulties, the operation could be carried forward 
safely and meet the new conditions as they developed without 
danger of loss to the United States Treasury.”’

In our modesty we have re- 
ferred to them as the leading scientists of the country, but that 
claim, we feel assured, is too restrictive, and can with every 
reason be extended to cover the whole world. America is a 
leader in food matters, and her food scientists are in no way 
behind them. 


_ The National Canners’ Association instigated this investi- 
gation, and in doing so set a precedent for all industries of 
the world; because had the outcome of this investigation been 
the reverse of what it is, it would have meant the practical 
death of the canning industry. The canners behind the move- 
ment knew this, but their faith in their business was so sound 
that they did not hesitate, and they are now rewarded for 
their courage, and the whole industry profits from it. 


There was heavy expense attached to the investigation, for 
one cannot seek the advice, much less the diligent, painstak- . 
ing study of the most eminent men of the day vithout incur- 
ring heavy expense. But the expense merely covers the costs 
of investigation and meant no princely salaries or emoluments 
for the investigators. They are all men upon whom science 
looks with complete confidence; so there can be none of that, 
too frequent, American habit of charging’ monetary taint, and 
any such hint would not only be an insult, but must fall of its 
own weight. Science is not conducted on the high-dollar basis, 
thank God; but solely upon the quest for truth. Had the 
findings been adverse to the industry, they would have been 
recorded with just as careful regard, as to this favorable out- 
come. 


The industry should know that a few men took upon them- 
selves this expense, through the National Association, and if 
it repaid their generosity properly it would inscribe their 
names in imperishable marble, that all future generations 
might know who it was that had the courage to face all con- 
sequences to make sure the truth they knew was the corner 
stone of the canned foods industry. Appert is honored as the 
father of the canned foods industry, but these men made its 
place in the world safe for all time. Hail to their courage and 
generosity. 


And now it behooves the whole industry to spread this 
good news and make this truth known in every household. 
The canner who fails to call this important decision to the 
attention of his local paper, or neglects to bestir himself in 
spreading this word, may rightly be termed a traitor to the 
business. Take Dr. Rosenau’s letter, and as further evidence 
the editorials of the leading scientific papers, as published in 
this issue, to your local newspaper, and explain what this 
means. Take some trouble to make the greatest use of this 
complete vindication of your industry—for you owe at least 
this much effort to the business. 


And then send clippings of those newspapers to the Na- 
tional Canners Association at Washington, for they will be wel- 
come, after the deluge of other clippings that poured into that 
office making charges of ptomaine poising due to eating canned 
foods. True, that deluge has subsided into a mere trickle in 
the past year or so; but this decision will make even one drop 
in the future, if not an impossibility, at least an evidence of 
ignorance that will heap ridicule upon the offender. Ptomains 
are dead; salt of tin is dead, and all that scurrilous array 


of lies has been unmasked; but all consumers do not know it. 
It is your duty to tell them. 


“The mills of the gods grind slowly, but grind exceedingly 
fine.’ Years ago the farsighted men in the industry wanted 
to advertise canned foods through a label that would bear con- 
fidence to the consumer. But these thinkers—no dreamers— 
were ahead of their time. The industry was not ready then; 
and now we can see that it is really fortunate that their plans 
were not carried out. Now the industry can go boldly forward 
without fear of false claims—it has a clean bill of health from 
scientists whose word is beyond question. That. Association 
label has the backing of permanency since Dr. Rosenau’s de- 
cision, and it but remains a matter of detail to see that the 
foods on which it is used are all that they should be—and In- 
spection can and will insure this. Now the industry can ad- 
vertise to the world, and in a short month will be so advertis- 
ing, for the fetters have been struck from the goods. 


The industry is indeed in a new day, and the canner who 
fails to recognize this fact and to align himself with the new 
order of things, is standing in his own light. An English phil- 
osopher has said that to many people a new idea gives positive 
pain, and this is true regarding this plan of Inspection and 
Publicity. They resent it merely because it is new; they are 
the people to whom President Gerber referred when he said 
they wanted salvation complete and ready for use or were in no

A short acreage of tomatoes for manufacture and ship- 
ping this year is apparent from the above preliminary figures, 
a decrease of approximately 23 per cent being indicated. The 
area in 1918 in the above States was reported at 294,935 acres, 
as compared with 300,950 acres in 1917. The total produc- 
tion in these years is reported as follows: 1918, 16,091,194 
tons; 1917, 11,881,120 tons. A singular fact is shown by 
this table in that, with the exception of Arkansas, no States 
west of the Mississippi River shows a decrease, while east of the 
river all States, with the exception of Illinois, Ohio and Ten- 
nessee, show a decrease. The average rate of increase west 
of the Mississippi is 15 per cent, and the average rate of de- 
crease east of the river is 27 per cent. Notable decreases are 
shown in Delaware, Maryland and Virginia, as well as Indiana 
and New Jersey. California reports indicate an increase of 
10 per cent. The three States of Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia reported 115,838 acres in 1918, while this year an 
acreage of only 65,100 acres, or a decrease of about 43 per 
cent is reported.

by consumers, would.make a great difference. But the retailer 
thinks he ought to get some of the profits that accrue from the 
war and is holding his supplies high enough to do something in 
that direction. Wholesalers and canners would be glad to see 
anything done that would increase the volume of trade, but they 
are destined to be disappointed, apparently. 

Many tomato fields in New Jersey are backward. May has 
been wet and the chill in the air has helped to retard vegetation 
to some extent. But it is the wet more than anything else which 
has done this. Some fields have had to be reset, but with weather 
as warm as it was the first of this week the outlook for a good 
growth is promising. Once the cold disappears the rest of it 
doesn’t hinder the development of the tomato plant. In some 
sections the area set is smaller than last year, but this by no 
means represents the entire tomato producing district. 


A number of interests who profess to know something about 
tomatoes say that No. 2% solid pack California tomatoes give the 
buyer more actual tomatoes for his money than the Eastern No. 3. 
These men profess to believe that if consumers understood the real 
cheat in the No. 3 Eastern tomatoes they would refuse to buy. 
They say that this would force the California solid pack standard, 
which would be for the benefit of all, including the retailers. Re- 
tailers might like to take up this matter and undertake to show 
to their customers that the California or the Eastern pack has 
the most tomato. It would be illuminating and might give retailers 
a new angle of view respecting the way the consumer looks upon 
these matters. Few retailers ever undertake such demonstra- 
tions, whether it is because they do not see the opportunity of 
whether it is because they fear that if they so begin it will 
be necessary to continue in order to maintain their trade. What- 
ever it is the fact remains that such chances are seldom seized, 
and the retailer drifts along in his old rut, wondering why he 
is not looked upon as a paragon of enterprise. 

It is said that the indicated acreage in Maryland and Dela- 
ware in tomtoes is about two-thirds of that of last year. 

The Canton Canning Company revised its price list recently, 
carrying practically all its prices upward. 

Pennsylvania apple packers are sending considerable quanti- 
ties to Europe at $5.75. Some have been sold for as much as 
$6.00 for No. 10s. The supply is said to be running low.

Traffic Bureau 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 


While no official announcement has been made by the Rail- 
road Administration, it is nevertheless rumored that the Director 
General intends to repudiate the recent decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the so-called “Bill of Lading Case,” and 
that the form of bill of lading prescribed therein by the Commis- 
sion, to be adopted not later than August 8, will not be approved 
by the Director General or the Railroad Administration. Shippers 
who use their own bills of lading and who are preparing to order 
supplies printed in the new form are left in an uncertain position, 
and efforts are being made to ascertain definitely what action the 
Railroad Administration proposes to take, and also whether the 
railroads will accept old forms of bills of lading after August 8 
with proper notation or stamp making them subject to the con- 
ditions as prescribed by the Commission. 

Tariff recently received from the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
dated effective June 20th, cancels rule providing application of 
canned foods rates on tomato pulp in cans of 5 gallons or greater 
eapacity. This méans that unless otherwise specifically provided 
for in commodity tariffs, the rate on tomato pulp in cans of 5 
gallons or greater capacity will be third class in less-than-carloads 
and fifth class in carloads, minimum 36,000 pounds. Also that each 
can must be jacketed or crated as per requirements of the Official 
Classification.

BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, May 30, 1919. 

The results of the unfavorable weather conditions during 
the last two months are now sez2n plainly in the light receipts 
and high prices of all crops of eirly fruits and vegetables, and 
the upward trend to the market prices is quite pronounced. 
.The outlogk for the canend fords business during 1919 has 
greatly improved, and intending buyers must forget the high 
level of prices if they are obliged to protect their wants, es- 
pecially during the next six months. Barring unexpected de- 
velopments in foreign or domestic matters the general busi- 
ness interests of this country are in a good position. 

Futures tomatoes are stronger and fairly active with an 
upward trend to the prices based on improved conditions in 
the trade, but more especially on account of the unfavorable 
developments as to the tomato plants because of excessive, al- 
most continuous rains. Still, there is a good chance for re- 
covery of lost ground, and no man can safely assert at this time 
that the coming crop will be short. Purchases should be made 
based on confidence in the stability of merchandise during 
the season. 

The buying of spot tomatoes was large again this week, 
and every order is for hurry up shipment indicating, doubtless, 
a sold out condition in many markets. The buying for export, 
especially during the last three weeks, has been remarkably 
large, and if it continues a little while longer the available 
stocks in these five adjoining States will go far toward mak- 
ing a genera] clean up of the goods before the next canning 
season arrives. It seems to be advisable to buy tomatoes at 
once, for prompt shipment, if they will be needed during the 
next 60 days. 

Baltimore canners should be at work this week on the 
new crop of peas, but with the exception of canning a few 
bushels to try out their machinery, they have not yet started 
in. All of them expect to be at work full blast next week, 
that is if the receipts are large enough to keep the mill a-goin’. 
The latest reports about the pea crop indicate a shortage of one- 
third to one-half of last season’s crop, which does not make for 
lower prices for the canned article. The peninsula canners of 
peas are at work, and it is their prices that we are quoting 


herein. Many of them are pretty well booked up with orders 
already, and it is surprising how readily the jobbers take hold 
of the new pack. It will pay you to keep in close touch with 
the pea market here and elsewhere. 


Future corn was quiet this week, comparatively, with a 
strong market as to prices. It is too early yet to form a defi- 
nite opinion as to the size of the coming crop, but the outlook 
is not unfavorable. Spot corn is stronger and active, and it is 
cleaning up fast, for both domestic shipment and out of the 
country shipment, Canada for instance. Pick up any bargains 
in spot corn wherever found. 


The crop of string beans has not been hurt by the con- 
tinuous rain storms, and heavy hail storms in some localities, 
and up to date the outlook for them is excellent. The canners 
have not yet made fixed prices on futures, but they are likely 
to do so next week, on all grades string beans and stringless, 
green and white wax. Spot beans are fairly active in a small 
way, and are nearly cleaned up in this market. 

The developments in the strawberry canning season to date 
are surprising. The prices for fresh berries for canning and fruit 
syrup purposes range from 30c to 35¢c per quart, against an aver- 
age pre-war price of, say, 6c per quart. The prices for canned 
strawberries and the barreled strawberries are very high, appar- 
ently, but they are based on the high factory costs. It is sur- 
prising how readily the jobbers are buying them at today’s prices. 
The pack, of them in this market will be cleaned up, probably, 
before the canning season ends. It is likely that the other crops 
of berries will be shorter than last season’s pack and at high 
prices. White cherries will be due next week, and if half of 
the inquiries for them produce actual orders, the pack will be 
readily absorbed. Look after them promptly if wanted. We will 
wire daily lowest prices on fruits of all kinds on request, with 
refusals long enough to act on them if obtainable. 

The Baltimore canners are already booked up nearly to capac- 
ity, or rather to the extent of their pack to date, on all grades 
of pineapples. The shipments from the Bahamas and Cuba are 
falling off and the prices of the fresh fruit have advanced this 
week, chiefly because of unfavorable labor conditions on the Is- 
lands. The pack in Baltimore will be cleaned up as early as it 
was last year. Get your order booked promptly at the prevailing 
prices and you will have no regrets later on.
